Lesgor & Reel show us the 10fr 
Centenary (No. 77) re-issued in 
the same color but perf. 11%, and 
the 50c of the 1926 issue, Type A-3 
in a new color, brick red. They also 
report that the recent centenary 
series (No. 314-26) is to be issued 
with the overprint: “14 Juin 1930” 
commemorating the landing of the 
first French troops on that date in 
1830. 


BOLIVIA 
We have from Lesgor & Reel the 
four new _ provisional postage 


stamps authorized by the decree 


MEDIO CENTAVO | 





of April 21st, 1930. The surcharge 
is in a different color for each 
value and reads: ‘“0.01—Centavos 


—R. S. 21-4—1930” in four lines. 
Surcharged on stamps of 1913-17. 
Numbers issued follow descriptions 
below: 


A-20 le on 2¢ vermilion (B1) 
40,000. 

A-50 3c on 2c carmine and black 
(Br.) 40.000. 

A-48 25c on %c brown (B) 50,- 
000. 

A-50 25c on 2c carmine and black

BRAZIL 


Mr. Elmer F. Smith reports that 
an even million of the new Archi- 
tectural Congress sets were print- 
ed. 


BULGARIA 


Lesgor & Reel inform us that a 
new set similar in design to the 
current series, but much improved 
in execution will be issued very 
soon. Printed in Sofia. 


COSTA RICA 


The Stamp Collectors’ Fort- 
nightly reports that the recent pro- 
visional overprinted airs were en- 
tirely bought up before the first 
trip was scheduled. Barely one- 
tenth were used as intended.

The American Phila- 
telist gives us the figures on the 
numbers printed of the now obso- 
lete airs: 50,000 of the 10c and 15c, 
and 25,000 of the 20c and 30c. 


FEDERATED MALAY STATES 


Mr. Daniel Jacoby reports that 
the $1.00 postage stamp has been 
issued in black and red on blue, 
script watermark, in the size and 
design of the current cent values. 


GUAM 


Philatelic Gossip tells us that 
the current 2c green Philippines 
postage stamp has been over- 
printed “Guam Guard Mail” for 
use within the island only. Mail to 
the exterior still bears U. S. 
stamps. It is predicted that the 
island administration will eventu- 
ally issue definite stamps of its 
own. This is well worth watching. 
First day covers of a COUNTRY 
would be novel. 


GUATAMALA 


J. Elmer Zinsmeister of Chicago 
brings to light two new varieties. 
He has Nos. 183 and 184 with in- 
verted surcharge. These have not 
been hitherto reported so far as 
we can learn.

It will prob- 
ably represent a view of the Shan- 
non Power House at Ardnacrusha, 
and will remain valid for several 
months. 
KENUGANYIKA 

Lesgor & Reel inform us that 
the three territories of Kenya, 
Uganda and Tanganyika are to be 
united under a single administra- 
tion bearing the above name. This 
undoubtedly means a new issue of 
stamps with this awe-inspiring 
cognomen. 
KUWAIT 

The Economist Stamp Co. sub- 
mits a new 10 rupee official on the 
new multiple star wmk paper, perf. 
14. The overprint is similar to 
that on No. 112 but the letters are 
larger and there is a 14% mm. dis- 
tance between lines.

In the 1/6 
and 5/ values the word “Malta” 
will appear at the top and “Pos- 
tage and Revenue” at the bottom. 
Colors in all the same as present 
series. 


MEXICO 

The American Philatelist for 
August, 1930, gives the number 
printed of the very scarce 1926 
Pan American Postal Congress is- 
sue overprinted “Habilitado Ser- 
vicio Oficial Aereo”’. There were 
just 600 each of the first seven 
values (No. 953-9) and only 78 of 
of the 1p value (No. 960). 


NETHERLANDS 


Philatelic Gossip states that 
these issues have been demoni- 
tized:The De Ruyter issue of 1907, 
Red Cross issue of 1927 and the 
Olympics of 1928. 


NIGERIA 


Mr. Daniel Jacoby tells us that 
the current 3d value will be next 
issued in blue instead of the pres- 
ent deep violet. 


PAPUA

It is 
worth noting that the values are 
in the old currency of chahis, krans 
and tomans, which are already ob- 
solete, so the set may be very short 
lived. Perf. 12%2x11% on smooth, 
white, unwmkd. paper. Frame color 
is named first, inset color (eagle, 
ete., on right side), second:

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THE GOYA NUDE— 
A RARE STAMP 


To memorialize her great artist 
Francisco Jose Goya and to mark 
the observance of Goya Week in 
Seville, the Spanish postal authori- 
ties have issued a collection of 
Goya Memorial Stamps. Instead 
of printing the picture of the art- 
ist, in the American manner, Spain 
has issued what is in itself a little 
work of art, a reproduction in fine 
detail, of one of his greatest works 
of art, a portrait of the Duchess 
of Alva in the nude. To this por- 
trait is attached a history of a 
Spanish romance upon which cannot 
be placed the conventional stamp 
of approval—the attachment be- 
tween the great artist Goya and 
the Duchess of Alva. The portrait 
itself was entitled anonymously 
“Maia,” but all Spain knows that 
the portrait was executed under 
great difficulties while the Duke 
was protesting against the fond- 
ness of the Duchess for the artist 
and the evidences of a reciprocal 
affection. The portrait shows the 
Duchess reclining, in the nude, on 
a couch. Goya died in 1848, before 
the flowering of censorship, but 
even at the time of the painting 
and even in Spain, the displeasure 
of the Duke was popularly re- 
flected and a second painting of the 
Duchess, regarded as one of the 
most beautiful women of her time, 
was decorously clothed. But far 
removed from the gossip of the 
day, the Spanish Government has 
now placed the stamp of authenti- 
city upon the first portrait and 
given it a worldwide circulation 

How is this frank work of art 
to be regarded in America where 
the stamps will circulate? The 
New York Society for the Supres- 
sion of Vice immediately heard of 
the stamp and the Reverend John 
S. Sumner, its executive secretary 
immediately seized the first one 
that arrived in New York. Mr. 
Sumner protested to the postal au- 
thorities. Other members of the 
society protested. Was the cardi- 
nal sin of nudity in art to be al- 
lowed the stamp of approval in 
America? For once the censors 
are frustrated. A Spanish stamp 
is issued by a friendly foreign 
power. The exclusion of the post- 

al stamp of a friendly foreign pow- 
er by the United States Govern- 
ment would be construed as an un- 
friendly act. 

So the censors will have to put 
their hands over their eyes and re- 
fuse to correspond with their 
friends in Spain, for the Goya nude 
will be admitted to America, and 
to the dismay of the censors, it is 
said that it will be welcomed by 
American Philatelists as an addi- 
tion to their collections. America 
to be sure, is safe from such art 
in stamps. Indeed, there is to add to 
its sinfulness, just a bit of a Span- 
ish boast in the issuing of the Goya 
nude. —The Register, Danville, Va.
